The Situation 

Pakistan Foreign Minister Agha Shahi inf oread our 
Aabessador on January 4 that he haa written the ON Secretary 
General requeating hia to appoint a apeoial representative 
■in order to proaote, under the Secretary General* a acgie 
and preaence or in the preaenee of hie apeoial repreaentative* 
a dialogue between the representatives of Pakistan and Xran 
and the People* a Deaocratic Party of Afghanietan, with a 
view to bringing about a political solution of the Afghan 
criaia." 
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The Sovlete and Afghan* have, by implication, associated 
themselves with th« lo»whir 20 OKA resolution on Afghanistan 
J>y indicating a willingness to have waldheim appoint a Special 
Representative as called for in that resolution. The Pakistanis 
appear to be gratified that the other aide has expressed •under-. - 
aSwding". of their position that the Afghans would participate __ 
in any tslks on a party, rather than a anMMMilj. b Xi B r Bt .
